The dweller in. our large cities often 


seea carriages in the streets and parks, 
that are adorned by men in various gro- 
tesque costumes, known as livery. The 
peculiar function of thsse persons seems 
to be to impart a certain amount of 
aristocracy to the occupants of the in- 
Hide of the vehicle. In European coun- 
tries these costumes are traditional, 
they have come down to the house they 
represent through a long line of ances- 
try, and bring up memories of deeds of 
valor on battle fields, or victory in in- 
tellectual contests. 
Centuries of cus- 


tom has sanctioned their use and made 
it appropriate. 
They belong to the 


social and governmental structure, and 
violate no sentiment of refined taste. 
But ia our own country the case is en- 
tirely different, 
Here livery only rep- 


resents [a certain number £of dollars or 
credit, the {coachman lu enormous but- 
tons and cockade on his hat, may be 
vastly the superior in morals, education 
and polite culture to the man or woman 
who rides insido. 
Some months ago 


during a visit to San Francisco, we 
asked one day whose carriage is that? 
as a coupe with dnver and footman in 
•conspicuous livery passed. 
When the 


•'nformation was given we happened to 
know that the person who rode m this 
coupe, and aped the ways of knightly 
aristocracy, was born and reared in a 
very humble home on a western farm, 
educated in a log school house, and was 
utterly without refinement of taste or 
.deportment. Su^h doubtless would be 
'ihe history of most of these would-be 
-Ttristourates. 
Speaking of one of these 


parvenues, a friend once said to us: "I 
knew that man when he sold poor -nhis- 
fcey for four bits a drink, over a syca- 
more log." 
Livery in America repre- 


sents to a certain extent that the owner 
af'the turnout is rich, and it represents 
also the snobbery, ignorance and vul- 
garity of the owner. It is a standing 
notice to every beholder that the owner is 
ashamed of republican ideas and insti- 
tutions, ashamed of his or her honest, 
hard working ancestry and would deny 
the homely hand of father or mother, 
•browned with toil. Livery in the United 
States is a cloak for ignorant vulgarity, 
and an open insult to every lover of the 
gospel of the universal equality ut birth 
of all men. It belongs to en age when 
between master aud servant there was a 
great gulf no man could cross, and it 
ought to be left with the worm eaten 
oppressions and ideas that have sunk 
.•nto merited oblivion.

The Sittro Tunnel. 


The following work was done in the 


Sutro tunnel duiing the week ending 
December 29: The usual repairs w 
made in the main tunnel and north 
lateral. In the south lateral 84 feet 
were driven in porphyry. 
The usual 


repairs were made, as also in shaft No. 
1. The upraise in prospect cliift No. 4 
is 29 feet above the caps of the diift. It 
follows the vein in a distance about one 
font from the iveot clay. 
About three 


feet from the west clay there is a streak 
of ore about 20 to 24 inches wide, which 
extends through the upraise. The rest 
of the quartz in shis upraise it of a 
promising character, but assays low. In 
retimbenng the diift between tlie up- 
raise and the south lateral with heavier 
timbers we cut out about two feet of tne 
roof. At this point the ore streak shows 
a width of about 30 inches and looks 
better than at any other point. 
The 


daily flow of water was decreased to 4,- 
564,782 gallons. Temperatures observed 
have ranged from 46 degrees at main 
tunnel entrance (where the water is 
120 degrees) to 88 degrees at shitf t No. 
3 and 103 degrees at the Julia connec- 
tion. 


A Gilroy paper notes that indications 


of the presence of petroleum have been 
found at a point within three miles of 
that town, and have been traced for ten 
miles. The belt is a mile wide. The 
discovery is considered important.

Captain Martin Van Boron Bates, 


who lives on a farm near Seville, O., ia 
7 feet, li%- inches high, aud weighs 478 
pounds, .. Mrs. Bates is 7 feet, 11 inches 
high, < tact weighs 413 pounds. It is a 
difficult matter to convey en adequate 
idea of the proportions of snob a dwell- 
ing as the. one occupied, by the Ohio 
giants. A door .that ia sir feet, six 
inches high is a large-sized opening in 
the side of a house—that is a dwelling 
house, not a cathedral. But the doors 
in the domicile of the Bates giants are 
ten feet high, and the knobs are nearly 
as high as the reporter's head. The 
house was bnilt by Captain Bates in 
1876, and is elegantly furnished. In the 
main building on the ground floor am, 
besides the spacious hall, the bed- 
chamber of the giants, a sitting-room 
and a parlor. The conch upon which 
the big conple sleep wae made especi- 
ally for them, and is a curiosity to look 
at. It is extensive enough to give the 
great people room to stretch in, and it 
looks as big as an ordinary-sized floor. 
It is really ten feet long, wide in pro- 
portion and about twice as high as a 
common bed. The magnificent dress- 
ing case is also a huge affair, with a 
glass upon it nearly as big as the' side 
of a house. In the sittingroom is a 
piano of ordinary size itself, but it is 
mounted on blocks two feet high, so 
that the instrument is away up in the 
air out of the reach of common folks. 
There are two rocking chairs in this 
room that are so big that the reporter 
had to climb up into one of them the 
same as an infant would clamber up 
into a "giant chair." It is very expen- 
sive for the giants to live as they have 
to pay Bnch an exorbitant price for 
everything they wear. For instance, it 
costs the Captain $30 a pair for boots. 


It in ci most astonishing sight to come 


across; the two giants oat for a driVe. 
City folks who have seen the ponderous 
wagons with wheels reaching to the 
second story of the house, used to haul 
stones weighing tons and tons, can 
form an idea of the vehicle used. 
It 


is pulled by six stout Norman horses 
and* it is enough to make a man think 
he has got 'em, sure, to suddenly meet 
such a spectacle on the road out in the 
country. Passing wagons have to let 
the riils down and drive into the ad- 
joining fields until the giants go by.
